The State Department of Public 
Safety reports 1049 traffic deaths 
through July, 1950, compared with 
a total of 949,-for the same period 
lost year. Statisticians estimate, in 
addition to the 1049 deaths, 40,000 
injuries and $68,185,000 economic 
loss from Illinois traffic crashes so 
far this year. 

"We don't liave to put up with 
this slaughter," Governor Steven- 
son said. "The public officials of 
Illinois, in cooperation with the of- 
ficials of our cities, are taking ac- 
tion now.. We are confident of the 
full support of our citizens." 

The safety stickers issued last 
April are good only until November 
1, and operators who do not have 
new certificates by that date face 
arrests and fines.

Will Federal electric power projects, if they 
are expanded far enough, destroy municipal power 
systems no less than those of the investor owned 
utility industry? Going by two recent examples, that 
fear seems to be growing. 

One case concerns Kansas, where it has been 
proposed that the Federal government, through the 
Southwest Power Administration, spend a large sum 
of the taxpayers' money for power development. A 
number of communities which operate their own elec- 
tric plants have gone formally on record against this, 
on the grounds that it would lead to unnecessary 
duplication of facilities and other wasteful practices, 
that it would weaken local rights and local indepen- 
dence, and that it would endanger the municipal sys- 
tems. 

The other case concerns Nebraska, the 100 per 
cent socialized-power state, which has been held up 
as a model by public ownership advocates. The cities 
there have become dissatisfied with the rates charged 
for the power they buy from the Nebraska Public 
Power System. So they have gone to the Bureau of 
Reclamation to negotiate for power from Federal 
dams now under construction in the Dakotas. How- 
ever, they make it plain that they don't want the 
Bureau to build a Federal network in Nebraska— and 
it is equally plain that they are now afraid that this 
is just what the Bureau may eventually do. 



to earn the money needed to buy goods. It is a reveal- 
ing example of the vast differences between a free, 
comptitlve economy, and a controlled economy In 
which practically everything Is rationed and priced 
arbitrarily by the government. 

To buy a pound of bread the Russian worker 
must put in 19 minutes, and the American worker 
six minutes. To buy a bar of soap the respective times 
are 41 minutes and three minutes. In the case of a 
pair of women's shoes, the figures are 72 hours as 
against 3 Mi hours. If the Russian wants a new suit, 
he must work 378 hours to earn it. His American 
equivalent can earn the price in a trifle more than 
24 hours. 

In Russia, under Communism, all consumer 
goods industries are rigidly restricted. The standard 
of living is held at low levels as a matter of govern- 
ment policy. 

What is true of producing industry is also true 
of distribution. Here in America we take our retail 
stores for granted. They are crammed with goods of 
all kinds. They do everything they can think of to 
attract the consumer — through advertising, through 
eye-compelling displays, through low prices. Compe- 
tition is rife on every hand, between the chains and 
independents, the specialty shops and the depart- 
ment stores, and every other kind of retail outlet. 
To the average Russian, this would seem absolutely 
unbelievable. He has been conditionel to scarcity. 

Retailing is the show window of America. It 

visualizes the workings of an economic system which 

has done more for more people than any other system 

ever devised.

Plans have been made for a 
county-wide rat killing in Lake 
County. Farm Adviser Ray T. Ni- 
cholas states that Friday, November 
3, is the date set for the distribution 
of prepared baits to farmers and 
others who cooperate in the cam- 
paign. 

The new poison called warfarin 
will be made available as well as 
red squill. Mr. Nicholas explains 
that red squill is effective in get- 
ting a quick kill of rats, as it can 
be placed along rat runways. War- 
farin must be placed under an over- 
turned box or other shelter to pre- 
vent cats and dogs from eating the 
bait.' Warfarin should be left out 
for a few weeks or longer to get the 
best results. The use of red squill 
to get a quick kill of most rats, fol- 
lowed by warfarin bait to clean up 
all of the rats and" mice, is the advo- 
cated way of combating rats during 
the campaign. 

Both the red squill and warfarin 
will be made available at a non-pro- 
fit price as a means of getting rid 
of rats on all properties at the same 
time. The high price of food mater- 
ials makes it a paying matter to 
kill these rodent pests before winter 
sets in,- according to Mr. Nicholas, 
who adds that never before have 
farmers and townspeople had this 
opportunity to completely remove 
the rats and mice through the use of 
the two poisons. 

Townspeople who are bothered 
with rats and mice should contact 
the Agricultural Extension office, 
Grayslake, 111., fpr details about the 
rat distribution.

It Toufh Upon Spilt 

NEW YORK. - American lock- 
apics. 

They have come up with some 
new locks which they say will de- 
fy the best efforts of the finest 
espionage agents In the world. 

Even our own agents, and there 
are none finer, admit they can't 
crack the new locks. 

As for burglars and criminal safe 
crackers, they just aren't in the 
running. 

Three new locks now are being 
shown. One already is in use, a 
second is ready for general dis- 
tribution, and a third was set up 
on an experimental basis only a 
few days ago. All three are made 
by Sargent & Greenleaf, Inc., of 
Rochester, N. Y.- 

The company, founded in 1857, 
says its Invention of the time lock 
was the greatest forward step in 
the industry until today. 

To mark that milestone, Sargent 
Greenleaf invited to a private 
showing in a New York hotel what 
it considers some of the best pick- 
locks in the country. They also in- 
vited bankers, businessmen and 
government agents. 

Some of these lock experts can 
be quoted. The agents can't be- 
cause their job is two-fold. One is 
to pick the other fellow's lock. The 
second Is to protect their secrets. 

Combination locks, are simple. 
Discs with slots are aligned until a 
lever falls into the slots. Then the 
lock opens. The moving discs and 
the falling lever makes a noise. 

Legendary cracksmen filed their 
fingertips to the quick and felt the 
movement. So locks were refined. 
Then cracksmen used stethoscopes 
to listen to the movement. Locks 
then were made too smooth for 
that device.

3. The form of the ballot for

For this proposed amendment to be adopted it must receive 
a majority of aU votes cast at the general election, November 7, 
1950. Failure to vote on the proposition has the same effect as voting

schools of comparable size by or- 
ganizing the boys who wish to en- 
ter compctlve sports into three le- 
vels of competition Freshman, 
Sophomore and Varsity. A regular 
schedule is arranged for the fresh- 
man and sophomore teams so that 
these boys are playing against play- 
ers of their age and experience. 
When such a sport's program is so 
organized many more boys have an 
opportunity to enjoy fine benefits 
of the program.

The 
Varsity squad is playing 7 Inter- 
school .games; the freshman 4 
games; and ' the sophomores 4 
games. /Games with oUher schools 
break the monotony of long scrim- 
mages and hard work which the 
player must have in order to be in 
condition for the game.

"All of the coaches in tfhe high 
school teach a regular schedule of 
academic classes in addition to their 
assignments as coaches. We believe 
this practice sound as it places the 
boys under the direction of men on 
the playing field who have the same 
boys in academic classes. Under 
such an arrangement it gives the 
coaches an opportunity to meet the 
students in a more informal situa. 
tion and thereby get to know him 
better. Ail of the coaches are well 
trained in the respective sports as 
well as being adept in the handling I VdlllShinq IslcUldS 
of students. 

"Freshman students are given 
time during the regular school day 
at which they may engage in com- 
petitive sports if they choose. In 
many instances freshman are rather 
reticent and hesitate to come out 
for sports if they must stay after 
school for practice — and if they are 
the "tag end" of the varsity they 
get very little opportunity for ei- 
ther practice or play. After com- 
peting for a couple of years with 
boys of their age and experience 
they are in a good position to de- 
cide whether they care for more 
competition on the varsity squad." 



Nazis 

53 Still Active 

BONN, Germany, — After 
months of research it was an- 
nounced that there are 53 for- 
mer Nazis In the German gov- 
ernment, members of the popu- 
larly elected Bundestag, or. 
parliament, of west Germany. 

Of the S3, three were mem- 
bers of the elite guard. 

The three party government 
coalition breaks down tike this: 
Of 139 Christian democrats, 21 
were Nazis. Of 52 Free Dem- 
ocrats, 16 were Nazis. Of 17 
German party deputies, six 
were Nazis. 

The cluster of nazls repre- 
sents more than one-eight of 
the 402-man Bondestag. Most 
of them probably were pres- 
sured into joining the party af- 
ter Adolph Hitler came to pow- 
er, but nine joined up before he 
became chancellor. 

Ten of the Nazis were from 
United States - occupied Ba- 
varia. The British-occupied area 
of northern Germany con- 
tributed 27. The Bhur state of 
North Rhine-Westphalia, the 
most populous in western Ger- 
many, had only seven former 
Nazis in its 109-man delega- 
tion.

New Cancer Technique 
Like Barbecuing Roast 

NEW YORK. — The American 
Cancer society has reported a new 
method of giving X-rays which 
works like barbecuing of roasts. 

The patient sits on a turntable, 
which slowly revolves, while a 
beam of X-rays plays on him. The 
difference between this X-ray 
treatment and barbecuing is that 
the ray strikes only in a narrow 
zone around the body. 

This new method is used to treat 
cancer deep within the body. The 
X-ray Is focused so its principal 
strength hits about the site of the 
cancer. 

Such rays, however, burn all the 
tissues through which they pass 
before reaching the deep cancer. 
Frequently the amount of X-rays 
which can be given the patient are 
limited by the amount of burning 
of the healthy tissues. 

The burning of the healthy tis- 
sues sometimes interferes so much 
that a patient's life cannot be 
saved. 

By the barbecue rr>e ,l icd the X- 
rays remain focused on tie cancer 
all the time, but are never on one 
spot of healthy tissues for long. 
This results in a wider area burned, 
but In less severe burning in any 
one healthy area.
